that I was some pumpkins in my line. But 
whenever I asserted myself too boldly, back 
Mr. Parsons would send me to the drawing 
of nice, round wheels.

From 1873 to 1876 the news¬ 
papers of Chicago and other western cities 
gave Rogers his living and then came his im¬ 
murement in the bastile of Franklin Square,

Reverting to his real beginnings in car- 
toonery Rogers tells, with some gusto, the 
story of his first big assignment which was 
not, after all, so important as the outcome 
of it. “ I was sent to Minneapolis to portray 
the incidents of President Hayes’ visit to the 
State Fair held there in the late summer of 
1878. I made my drawings, shipped them 
back to New York and was preparing to fol¬ 
low them when I received a card at my hotel 
and an invitation to call at the office of one 
of the directors of the fair.

he shot me a single swift glance from under
